THE  foregoing  hymns ,  with  exception  of  the  retranslations 
in  long  measure  of  the  Latin  hymns  with  proper  Sarum  tunes, 
(of  which  there  are  many  existing  translations  in  the  same  metre,) 
were  made  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  words  to  the  melodies 
mentioned  in  the  headings ;  there  being  no  English  words  to 
which  these  melodies  could  be  fitly  sung.  The  Yattendon  Hym- 
nal, from  which  they  are  taken,  contains  one  hundred  hymns, 
selected  with  the  intention  of  providing  good  hymn-music  for  un~ 
accompanied  singing.  It  is  published  in  four  parts,  each  part 
containing  twenty  five  hymns  ;  the  fourth  and  lasJ  part,  which  is 
in  the  press  and  will  be  issued  in  October,  will  also  contain  a  full 
account  of  the  music,  its  history  and  source  &c.  It  is  printed  in 
full  score,  in  convenient  quarto  form,  price  five  shillings  for  each 
set  of  twenty  five  tunes,  at  the  University  Press,  in  a  Dutch  half- 
transional  music-type  of  the  seventeenth  century,  recast  from  ma- 
trices  in  the  possession  of  the  University :  the  words  are  in  a  type 
of  about  the  same  date.  There  is  also  a  folio  edition  of  a  limited 
number  of  copies,  at  twenty  shillings  a  part,  AU  the  tunes  are 
set  for  four  voices.
